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It Regulation Overdone? 


In an address in a Massachusetts city a few nights ago 


United'States Senator John W.'Weeks of that state touched 
on'a'subject of grave import and one that has been receiving 
the attention of thoughtful men for, a long lime. This is the 
growth of paternalism in this country and the meddling with 
buAijiess.,und_erthe guise of regulation, which is a direct out- 
g'rowthlbf the idea that the people are becoming disqualified lo 
take'care of themselves and manage" their nffairs-properly, and 
must.consequently be looked after by the government. Mr. 
Weeks'commented severely on the inordinate length of the 
session of the present Congress—18 months—and thought it 
about time to establish a time limit for thef sessions of this 
body. He said: "We have too much government already. We 
have too much paternalism already. Business men should be 
free, within reasonable bounds, to carry on their operations 
without being placed in a straight-jacket operated from a bu- 
reau in Washington. But we are only at the beginning of this 
bureaucracy. I fear we are going still further unless the busi- 
ness-men rise in rebellion against what I foresee." 


The point raised by Senator Weeks was good, although evi- 


dently intended to prick the present administration. There is, 
many thinking men are convinced, too much government and 
too much paternalism in this.country today, but not all of the 
responsibility for this condition resits upon the present admin- 
istration by any means. The'attempts to regulate the busi- 
ness of the country were first made by a republican adminis- 
tration and were industriously continued by another, and it 
will be futile to attempt to make a party question of this. It 
is not a party matter. It is a development of the general un- 
rest of the times, and a response to a hysterical demand for the 
regulation and "reform" of practically everything and every- 
body in sight.' 


There is, as Senator Weeks says, clanger of this thing being 


carried too far if that has not .already been done. But if a halt 
is to be called the subject must be approached in the spirit of 
patriotism and not of partisanship. Men of all parlies must 
stand together for that freedom of action which was once the 
boast of the country, but which is fast disappearing under 
what Senator Weeks properly pronounces "loo much govern- 
ment and too much paternalism,"
